“Him that is weak in the faith re- 
ceive ye, but not to doubtful disputa- 
tions,” Rom, 14:1, 


For several days these scriptures 
have been ringing in my cars. Even in 
the still hours of night they would be 
presented to my mind. Paul was writ- 
ing to the church at Rome waich was 
a mixed multitude, part Jew and part 
Gentile. The Jews of course were a 
people who had been very zealous for 
God all their lives and had accepted 
Christ as their personal Saviour and, 
were the main leaders in the church. | 
The Gentiles had not been so well 
taught and had but very little knowl- 
edge of God until they heard the doc- 
trines of Jesus and His disciples. They 
were very ignorant concerning the law 
of God but accepted Jesus and were 
whole hearted Christians. So we see 
the church was somewhat mixed and 
it seemed to cause quite a bit of 
trouble and worry, especially to those 
who had the oversight and responsi- 
bilities resting upon them. 

Evidently Paul had the care or over- 
sight of the churches at the time of 
the writing of his epistles. He did not 
fail to exhort and instruct them con- 
tinually. We feel sure that the words 
given here which he spoke to the 
church at Rome is applicable to us to- 
day and that we should give heed and 
obey his instructions. 

It is true that we as a church are 4 
mixed multitude today, some Jew but 
principally Gentile. Some are white, 
some black, some red, and some yel- 
low, but by the blood of our Lord we 
are all made one in Him and should 
dwell together in peace and unity. It 
seems hard for some of our folks, 
‘especially those who‘live im the’ south-| 
ern states, to undérstand’ how ‘those 
who live where there is no race dis- 
tinction can get along’ at’ all. But we 
find that it does not cause sd much 
trouble unless there is someone in 
their midst to agitate and keep them 
stirred up. 

When we look around a little we 
find we have ministers who have been 
in the various denominations. Some 
Baptist, some Methodist, Presbyterian, 
Unitarian, Catholic, Christian, United 
Brethren, and possibly many more 
that could be named. They have been 
taught and reared differently, many of 
them by good Christian parents. 

Then we have some wonderful men 
who were not reared by Christian 
parents, but grew up with very little 
training and no Christian training at 
all. Some of them in their early lives 
before they were converted would go 
fishing or hunting on Sunday. They 
would get drunk and fight and go to 
to the place of worship and disturb 
and raise all kinds of trouble, They 
were looked upon by those who had 
been taught manners and to respect 
their parents, the house of God, and 
their ownselves, as being very sorry, 
low life people. 

On the other hand we have many 
who were taught from their youth. 
Even before they were converted they 
were mannerly, insomuch that you 
would hardly know that they were not 
Christians. Some will say at once, 
That does not make them any better. 
I will agree that spiritually it does 
not, but morally it does. 

The thought is, we have a mixed 
multitude in the church today the 
same as in Paul’s day. And the possi- 
bilities are we have a greater variety 
of types and characters in the church 
now than in Paul’s day. 

Paul exhorted the church at Rome 
“to receive ye one another, as Christ 
also received us to the glory of God.” 
We know of a truth that Christ has 
received us, then we should be care- 
ful to receive one another as brethren 
and sisters in Christ. 

Many of us, I am sure, remember 
when we first received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. How anxious we were 
to meet someone who had received a 
like experience and how quickly and 
gladly we received them. It is true 
some of them proved to ‘be untrue to 
the profession they professed. Some 

times I fear we have let it have too 
much effect upon us and we do not 
have the confidence that we should 
have. 3 

Someone will possibly say, You do 
not believe ‘we should receive and fel- 
lowship every one who makes''a pro- 
fession do you? I do, until they prove

right. That is one of the most beautt- 
ful things I see in the church today. 
When a member has been disfellow- 
shipped by a local church we are un- 
der no obligation to fellowship him 
until he becomes reconciled to the 
church where he was dealt with. But 
those who profess falth in Christ and 
come to us, we are commanded to re 
ceive and not to doubtful disputations. 
That is, we are not to be too exacting 
and argue with them on every little 
thing that they may not see in the 
Word of God as we do. 

I fear there are too many today who 
feel that they know more than others 
(which may be true), but we should 
not be too quick to try to force our 
views on others. We have had to learn 
all that we know and those who have 
newly come to the faith have had but 
very little opportunity to learn. We 
have seen them come to the church 
without a knowledge or how to do, but 
the church received them and _ they 
were encouraged and grew to be great 
men and women for God. 

Just now I eall to mind some people 
who made a profession and offered 
themselves to the church for member- 
ship. They had been of lowly birth and 
poor reputation and some of the mem- 
bers of the church did not want to re- 
ceive them, thinking they would soon 
bring reproach and disgrace upon the 
ehurch. But one of the members took 
a stand to receive them, stating that 
if they failed to live the life the 
church had laws by which to deal with 
them, so they were received into fel- 
lowship and were baptized. It was not 
long until one of them fell into a snare 
and the church had to disfellowship 
him, but the others stood loyal to God 
and to the church and soon won the 
confidence of all the people who knew 
them. 

We are surely living in the last days 
and the enemy of righteousness is 
doing all he can to separate and des- 
troy the love and fellowship. among 
God’s children. It behooves us to live 
close to the Lord that we may show 
forth to others and especially the 
younger Christians that we have that 
fervent love one for the other. Jesus 
said, By this shall all men know that 
ye are my disciples, if ye have love 
one to another. Many times our souls 
long for that good Christian fellowship 
that can only come from the child of 
God. Oh that we may have more of it 
among ourseives that we may be able 
to manifest it to others, that we may 
be used to help and bless others! We 
will only be a blessing to those 
around us to the extent we keep our 
hearts and souls filled with the love 
of God. 


It does not have a good effect on the 
novice for the church to be in an up- 
roar of disputings over doubtful ques- 
tions. Many times I fear that we older 
ones indulge in too much of it among 
ourselves. I know that it is good for 
the leaders of the church to come to- 
gether to discuss any question that 
might be necessary to discuss, but it 
should not be mentioned when we 
come together in our regular service. 

Oh that we may humble ourselves 
and submit one to the other that we 
may have a home in heaven when this 
earthly life is over!
